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U.N. Vessels 


Start Work 
Of Clearing 
Suez Canal 


CAIRO, Dec. 27 (INS)—United 
Nations salvage vessels began 
clearing the Suez Canal Thurs- 
day. 

The announcement that the 
work had begun came from Lt. 
Gen. Raymond A. Wheeler, re- 
tired U.S. Army officer who is 
in charge of planning the clear- 
ance of the canal for the United 


Nations. The announcement 
said: 
“The Egyptian Government 


has agreed that the United Na- 
tions salvage fleet shall start 
immediately clearing the canal 
at the southern mouth of the 
Suez.” 

Limited clearance activities 
began Wednesday. Col. Mah- 
moud Younis, chief of the Egyp- 
tian Canal Authority, announc- 
ed then that clearing of small 
obstructions from the waterway 
had begun at two points. 

Younis said salvage crews be- 
gan pulling small ships out of 
the canal Wednesday at Suez 
and Ismailia, the southern and 
midway points on the canal. 

Egypt earlier had announced 
that an agreement had been 
reached “on all points” with the 
United Nations on the canal 
clearance. U.N. quarters in Cai- 
ro later confirmed the announce- 
ment, 

The announcement did not 
specify the “points” of agree- 
ment. Two major issues involv- 
ed were Egypt's refusal to per- 
mit Anglo-French crewmen to 
wor aboard the salvage vessels 
and the Arab country’s reluc- 
tance to allow work to begin be- 
fore Israel had completed its 
withdrawal from the _ Sinai 
Peninsula. 

On the big question of final 
settlement of the status of the 
Suez Canal, Egypt announced it 
is ready to begin negotiations 
“immediately” through the 
United Nations. 

The Middle East News Agen- 
cy, controlled by Egypt, said, 
however, that the nation would 
not enter into direct negotiations 
with Britain and France “in 
view of the Anglo-French ag- 
gression against Egypt.” 

It was understood that Egypt 
was willing to conclude an 
agreement on the future of the 
canal, which it nationalized last 
July, along the lines of a com- 
promise plan proposed by India. 


TEL AVIV, Dec. 27 (AP)—Is- 
rael officially opened a naval 
base Thursday at the Gulf of 
Aqaba port of Eilat, on the 
southern tip of the country. 

Opening of the base followed 
the arrival at Eilat of the Israeli 
Navy frigate Miznak. For the 
first time in history the tiny 
Israeli Navy is operating in two 
seas. 

The new base will guard the 
nation’s southern sea _ lane 
through the Gulf of Aqaba to the 
Red Sea. Egvptian gun posi- 
tions overlooking the gulf from 
the adjoining Sinai Peninsula 
had kept most [sraeli-bound 
shipping out before the invasion 
of the Sinai. 

Israeli’s other naval base is 
at Haifa, on the Mediterranean 
Sea at the northern end of the 
country. | 

Israeli forces in their invasion 
occupied Sharm El Sheikh 
(Solomon’s Bay), the Red Sea

JAKARTA, Dec. 27 (AP)—The 
leader of the army revolt in 
north Sumatra was believed to 
have surrendered to his second 
in command early Thursday 
after tanks surrounded his 
home, 

Lt. Col. Djamin Gintings an- 
nounced in a radio broadcast 
from Medan, the north Suma- 
tran capital, that he had replac- 
ed the rebel leader, Col. Malu- 
din Simbolon, as military com- 
mander of the area. 
Gintings pledged to “obey 
President Sukarno” and said 
“from now on connections with 
the central Government will 
carry on as before.” 

There was no immediate word 
from central Sumatra, where Lt. 
Col. Achmad Hussein took over 


the Government last week in 
a bloodless coup similar to 
Simbolon’s, 


The story of Simbolon’s ouster 
was brought back to Jakarta by 
K, H. Dachlan, chairman of the 
orthodox Moslem Party who re- 
turned by plane Thursday after- 
noon from the party’s annual 
conference .in Medan. 

Earlier, reliable Government 
sources had said that Gintings 
had the backing of only a fifth 
of the armed forces in north 


Sumatra while the remainder 
supported Simbolon. 
Travelers returning from 


Celebes, said the northern area 
is in a - “critical situation.” 
They declared the people are 
dissatisfied with the Sastroamid- 
jojo Government and sympathize 
with the rebel action on Suma- 
tra. 

S. Sumatra Joins Revolt 

JAKARTA, Dec, 27 (INS)— 
Reports from South Sumatra 
said Thursday that the army has 
taken over the administration 
of the province.

The revolt against the central 
Government began last week 
when Lt. Col. Ahmad Hussein 
pulled a successful coup in cen- 
tral Sumatra.

Hungarian

VIENNA, Dec. 27 (Kyodo-UP) 
Hungary began drafting peasant 
fafmers into the coal mines

Radio Budapest reported, 

It said some peasants started 
work in the mines in Pecs, near 
the Yugoslav border, 

Some of the heaviest fighting 
ot the Hungarian uprising oc- 
curred in the Pecs region and 
partisans were still fighting Rus- 
sian troops as recently as two 
weeks ago in the area. 

The coal shortage and the re- 
sultant lack of power has closed 
down virtually all of Hungary’s 
industry. The Government 
warned that as a result up to 
200,000 workers would lose jobs 
“permanently” in the new year.

4 Boats Feared Seized 

MOJI, Dec. 27 (Kyodo)—Four 
Japanese fishing vessels carry- 
ing a total of 68 crewmen were 
feared captured by South Korea 
Wednesday while operating in 
waters outside the so-called 
“Rhee Line” area off Cheju Is- 
land. 

A fifth ship was fired upon 
by a ROK patrol boat but man- 
aged to escape seizure, accord- 
ing to reports received by the 
Maritime Safety Agency’s Moji 
Office. 

The first victim Wednesday 
was the 244-ton trawler Akashi 
Maru, belonging to the Nippon 
Marine Products’ Tobata Branch, 
which was seized at around 4:30 
a.m. while operating about 160 
miles west of Cheju. The boat 
earried a crew of 23 men. 

Reports received later from 
the MSA patrol ship Kusagaki 
said that the 7l-ton Chidori 
Maru No. 1 and its sister boat, 
the Chidori Maru No, 2, with 
13 and 12 fishermen aboard, 
respectively, were feared Cap- 
tured by the South Koreans 
Wednesday afternoon while 
operating west of Cheju. 

Both ships belonged to the 
Yamaguchi Prefecture Fishery 
Production Association. 

Another ship, the 234-ton traw- 
ler Kamo Maru, with 20 men 
abroad, was believed to have 
been seized in the same waters 
Wednesday afternoon, The 
vessel was attached to the Nip- 
pon Marine Products’ Tobata 
Branch. 

Besides the four ships, the 
270-ton trawler Taiyo Maru No. 
26 of Taiyo Fisheries’ Shimono- 
seki Branch was fired upon by 
a South Korean patrol. ship 
Wednesday evening but manag- 
ed to escape seizure. 


Nehru Flies Home: 
Won't See Nasser 


LONDON, Dec. 27 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Nehru fiew to 
Dusseldorf Thursday en route 
home after talks with President 
Eisenhower in Washington, Ca- 
nadian Government officials in 
Ottawa and British Prime Min- 
ister Eden in London. 

He will confer with West 
German Federal Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer during a brief 
stopover at Dusseldorf. 

Before he departed, a spokes- 
man for the Indian High Com- 
missioner’s Office said Nehru did 
not plan to meet with Egyptian 
President Nasser. 

Nehru replied “no” when ask- 
ed by newsmen whether he con- 
sidered himself as a mediator in 
the Middle East dispute. He 
added, however, that he thought 
his country “might be helpful.” 

Asked whether he had made 
any definite proposals to solve 
the Suez Canal prablem in his 
talks with Eisenhower, .Eden 
and Canadian Premier Louis St. 
Laurent, Nehru replied: 

“You don’t expect me to offer 
solutions of these big problems. 
We discussed these problems, 
various possibilities and steps 
which should be taken.” ' 

Nehru said his talks with 
Eden were more an “exchange 
of information” than a discus- 
sion. He said he was pleased 
with the visit. 

He denied he put forward a 
proposal for U.N. control of the

POLITICS IN REVIEW

The Ishibashi Cabinet is a 
coalition cabinet composed of 
intra-party faction chiefs. 


Accordingly, the Cabinet’s des- 
tiny will be governed by the 
question of whether or not the 
relations between Ishibashi and 
the faction chiefs—and among 
the faction chiefs themselves— 
will proceed smoothly. 


The first decision of the Ishi- 
bashi Cabinet was to recognize 
a policy of “nonintervention” 
among the various Cabinet min- 
isters—a fundamental rule for 
preventing trouble from arising 
among the faction chiefs. 

But what principle will gov- 
ern the relationship between the 
Prime Minister and the faction 
chiefs? 

There is no rule in particular 
—nothing beyond the Prime 
Minister’s authority and _ per- 
sonality. The Prime Minister 
has the power to appoint and 
dismiss Cabinet ministers. (For- 
mer Prime Minister Yoshida 
made liberal use of this prero- 
gative.) 

Ishibashi is said to be a man 
capable of making decisions. In 
this respect, Ishibashi’s' charac- 
ter resembles Yoshida’s more 


‘| closely than Hatoyama’s. 


Therefore, even though the 
Ishibashi Cabinet is a coalition 
of faction chiefs, it can be ex- 
pected that Ishibashi will show 
considerable leadership and not 
allow his Cabinet to fall into 
disunity as in the case of the 
Hatoyama Cabinet. . A

The Ishibashi Cabinet 


Minister Ishibashi and Foreign 
Minister Kishi. 

Kishi is notorious for his his 
tory of quarrels with his im- 
mediate superiors. Before the 
war, Kishi, then Vice-Minister 
of Commerce and Industry, came 
to blows with Minister Ichize 
Kobayashi. During the war, a 
member of the Tojo Cabinet, he 
crossed swords with Prime Min- 
ister Tojo. And on both occa- 
sions, he emerged the victor. 

If any dispute should arise be 
tween Ishibashi and Kishi, it 
will probably concern trade with 
Communist China, for it is 
problematie just how far Kishi 
will string along with Ishi- 
bashi’s positive policy on this 
issue. 

Ishibashi’s relations 
nance Minister Ikeda are not 
bad. It was Ishibashi who 
singled out Ikeda as Vice-Minis 
ter of Finance in the first Yoshi- 
da Cabinet. Ikeda was then a 
rather inconspicuous figure in 
the Ministry of Finance who 
had spent most of his career .n 
the field of tax administration. 
He, therefore, owes much of 
what he is today to Ishibashi. 

The public has branded Ishr- 
bashi as an inflationist and Ike- 
da as a deflationist, but this is 
a mistake. The two have a 
lot in common in that they are 
both optimists and both aggres- 
sive. :

Japan Population Shows — 


Lower Natural Increase 


The natural increase in Ja- 
pan’s population is believed to 
have fallen below the miilion 
mark for the first time after the 
war to a total of around 960,000 
in 1956, according te the vital 
statistics for the year, announc- 
ed in Tokyo Wednesday by the 


figures gathered through Sep- 
tember with estimates made on 
the remaining three months on 
the basis of the data to give 
complete figures for the year. 

The report revealed that: 

1. Deaths through cerebral 
hemorrhage and heart disease 
increased while those from tu- 
berculosis continued to decline. 

2. Suicides topped the causes 
of deaths in the youth bracket. 

3. More persons got married 
in 1956 than in 1955 despite the 
fact that this year, known as 
the “Year of the Monkey” was 
superstitidusly regarded as a 
bad year for weddings. 

4. The farming population 
continued to see a decline, 

The Welfare Ministry's report 
said that there were approxi- 
mately 1,660,000 births during 
the year, or some 70,000 less 
than the 1,730,000 recorded in 
1955. The birth rate was 18.4 
per 1,000, which was above the 
14.6 for Sweden but about the 
same as France's 18.8, 

Deaths, on the other hand,

Traffic accidents and other 
unforeseen casualties were the 
major causes of deaths among

Se2isetsu’s No-teage a mysteri- 
ous sort of tea. He wants to 
reach the spirit of the art by 
the way of negation. This is 
the logic of Prajnaparamita 
philosophy, which has some- 
times n adopted by the Zen 
masters. As long as there is an 
event designated as “tea” this 
will obscure our vision and 
hinder it from penetrating into 
tea as it is in itself. 

This is particularly the case 
with what may be called the 
psychology of tea. When a man 
ig all the time conscious of per- 
forming the art called tea-serv- 
ing, the very fact of being con- 
scious constrains every move- 
ment ‘of his ending in his arti- 
ficlally constructing a “fortifica- 
tion.” 

He always feels himself stand- 
this formidable 
thing which starts up a world 
of opposites, right and wrong, 
birth and death, tea and No- 
tea, ad infinitum. When the tea- 
man is caught in these dualistic 
meshes, he deviates from the 
Great Way, and tranquillity is 
forever lost. For the art of tea 
is of the Great Way; it is the 
Great Way itself, 


Must Be No-Tea 


his transcendentalistic con- 
ception of the art of tea is not 
to be understood as something 
undiscoverable in our prosaic 
workaday life. To interpret tea 
in this light is not in accord 
with its spirit. Tranquillity is at 
the basis of every movement as 
the tea-man takes the powdered 
tea out of the caddy and stirs 
it in the bowl with a bamboo 
whisk. Tranquillity is ta be 
dynamically conceived. Other- 
wise, it splits the mind in two 
and makes the tea-man sit. out- 
side himself: the man and the 
work afe bifurcated and tea 
ceases to be “No-tea.” 

As long as there is any con- 
sciousness of a split between 
act and actor, the opposition 
causes friction and friction 
builds * wp “fortifications.” 
The Prajna philosopher would 
say: ea is tea only when 
tea is No-tea. So long as there 
is any kind of “fortification” 
there will be no “unobstructed 
flowing.” The principle of tran- 
quillity which makes up the art 
of tea will be violently negated. 


Unity Apprehended 


Plotinus has his own way of 
expressing this idea: “There 
were not two; beholder was one 
with beheld; it was not a vision 
compassed but a unity appre- 
hended. The man formed by 
this mingling with the Supreme 
must—if he only remember— 
carry its image impressed upon 
him: he is become the unity 
nothing: within him or without 
inducing any diversity; no move- 
ment now, no passion, no out- 
looking desire, once this ascent 
is achieved; reasoning is in 
abeyance and all intellection and 
even, to dare the word, the very 
self: caught away, filled with 
God, he has in perfect stillness 
attained isolation; all the be- 


ing calmed, he turns neither tq. 


this side nor to that, not even 
inward to that, not even in- 
ward to himself; utterly rest- 


ing, he has become very rest.” 


Plotinian “rest” is no other than 
the tea-man’s jaku. The Bhaga- 
vadgita’s way of expressing this 
is. rather strong and deeply 
breathes the spirit Rikyu ex- 
haled at his last moment by 
throwing his sword skyward. 


“But he whose mind dwells 
Beyond attachment, 
’ Untainted by ego, 
No act shall bind him 
With any bond: 
Though he slay these thou- 
sands 
He is no slayer.” 
(The Bhagavadgita) 


Objectively and relatively 
speaking, this may stagger some 


member that the author of the 
Gita has his own viewpoint 
which evades our intellectually 
limited measurement. Emer- 
son must have been suggested 
by this when he wrote. “Brah- 
‘ma” the first four lines of which 
run: 
“If the red slayer think he 
slays, 
Or if the slain think he is 
slain; 
They know not well the 
subtle ways, 
I keep, and pass, and turn 
again.” 
Why? Because 
“Far or forgot to me is near: 
Shadow and sunlight are 
the same; 

The vanished gods to me ap- 

pear; 

And one to me are shame 
and fame.” 3 
Nothing to Nothing 

Rikyu’s swotd which opened 
up his own bowels is also the 
one which has slain Buddhas 
and patriarchs, saints and sin- 
ners, creator and created. When 
the art of tea reaches this 
height of enlightenment, the 
Zen master’s “Tea of No-tea” is 
realized, 

To quote Eckhart again: 

“Then how shall I love him 
(God)? 

“Love him as he is: a not- 
God, a not-spirit, a not-person, 
a not-image; a sheer, pure, 
clear One, severed from all dual- 
ity. And jin this One let us 
sink eternally from nothingness 
to nothingness, 

If I add an unnecessary com- 
ment, to drink tea as No-tea as 
recommended by Seisetsu the 
Japanese Zen master is no other 
than “to love God as a not-God 
(nicht Got)... to sink (versink- 
en) eternally from nothingness 
to nothingness.” “The principle 
of tranquillity” to be wunder- 
stood in this sense. . 


Much Ado About Tea 

Some of my readers may 
blame me for making a mountain 
of a mole-hill: “Tea-drinking is 
a‘matter of insignificant im- 
portance; to develop it into 
something " of the highest 
thought that engages the human 
mind is altogether out of pro- 
portion; if we have to take up 
every little incident of life in 
this fashion, we would not be 
having anything enjoyable free 
from perplexing and wearing- 
out thoughts. 

What has tea-drinking after 
all to do with metaphysics of a 
most annoying sort? Tea is 
tea and cannot be anything else. 
When we are thirsty we have 
a cup of it and that is enough. 
What is the use of making a 
strange art out of it? Oriental 
people are too fussy. We of the 
West have no time for such tri- 
vialities.” 

Now let me ask: Is a funeral 
ceremony a more significant 
event than: tea-drinking? Has 
a wedding a more moral or 
metaphysical meaning than tea- 
drinking? From the point of 
view of “God’s is-ness or a flea’s 
is-yness,” death is what inevit- 
ably follows from birth; there 
is nothing ominous about it, 


Point of View 

So with marriage, why do we 
make so much of it? If we 
wanted to, it could be reduced 
easily to the level of eating a 
morning meal or going to one’s 
business office. We turn it into 
a grand ceremony because we 
just want it so. When we think 
life is too monotonous, we break 
it into several occasions and 
get sometimes excited, some- 
times depressed. We all like 
vicissitudes and mutations. 

When a universe comes to 
an end, a Zen monk asks, does 
“This” go with it? One master 
replied, “Yes” while another one 
said, “No.” Which is in the 
right? Both are right, Zen 
would declare and go on its 
own way, celebrating or lament- 
ing its ending, or nonchalantly 
regardless of states of becom- 
ing. 
As long as life itself is ¢on- 
cerned time and space dre -not 
of much consequence though 
they are the mediums whereby 
life expresses itself from our 
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human ‘point of view. Our 
senses and intellect are 60 Ccon- 
structed as to intenpret objec- 
tivity along the line of space 
and time. 

Quantitative Merit 

For this reason, we are real- 
ly interested in quantitative es- 
timates. We think eternity is 
something beyond our sensuous 
measurements but from the in- 
nerliness of life one minute or 
one second is just as long, just 
as important, as one thousand 

ears. The morning glory last- 
ng only a few hours of the 
summer morning is of the same 
significance as the piné tree 
whose gnarled trunk defies win- 
try frost. The microscopic crea- 
tures are just as much mani- 
festation life as the elephant 
or the lion. In fact, they have 
more of vitality, for even when 
all the other living forms may 
vanish from the surface of the 
earth, the microbes will ‘be 
found continuing their exist- 
ence. 

Who would then deny that 
when I am sipping tea in my 
tea-room I am swallowing the 
whole universe with it and that 
this very moment of my lifting 
the bowl to my lips is eternity 
itself transcending time and 
space?

Skin Planing Used 
In Treating Scars 


CHICAGO (UP)—A_ medical 


tools are being used in the treat- 
ment of scars through a process 
called skin planing, 

The technique and its applica 
tion on 25 patients was descri 
ed in the current issue of Ar 


chives of Dermatology, an 
American Medical Association 
publication. 


Dr. Douglas Torre of New 
York Hespital and the Cornell 
University Medical Center de- 
veloped the use of forged steel 
rasps and various toothed work- 
ing surfaces to abrade scarred 
areas. 

The process is similar to a 
“sanding” process which has 
been used for some time but, 
said Torre, it is more adaptable 
since the skin does not have to 
be frozen during treatment. 

In the new treatment, a local 
anesthetic is applied and the 
fasps are used in a crisscross 
motion to smooth the scar area. 

Torre said on eight occasions 
a combination of the older wire- 
brush method and the new treat- 
ment were used with “good ef- 
fect.” 


He estimated improvement as 
varying from 20 to 75 per cent. 
The new technique is said to 
be somewhat slower and re- 
quires more work but has the 
advantage of being simpler,

P.I. Accord 
Extended 
Two Months 


The Philippine Government 
has decided to extend the Japan- 
Philippines barter trade and fi- 
nancial agreement until the end 
of next February, the Foreign 
Office was notified Thursday by 
the Japanese Ernbassy in Ma- 
nila. 

The six-year-old agreement, 
extended many times previously 
would have expired Dec. 31. The 
extension was made to keep the 
agreement in force until a new 
trade treaty has been neggti- 
ated. 

This time, Japan has proposed 
a three-month extension. How- 
ever, the Philippines has short- 
ened the extension to two 
months probably because of in- 
tra-Government opposition. 

Japan has received no reply 
as yet to its earlier proposal to 
conclude a new trade agree- 
ment. The. Foreign Office 
sources predict, however, that 


the two countries will open 
negotiations in Manila early 
next February, because the 


Philippine Government has ac- 
cepted a recommendation of the 
National Economic Committee 
that a draft agreement be for- 
mulated by the end of January. 


The Philippine Cabinet also 
decided to make strong repre- 
sentations to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment for settlement of an 
outstanding balance of $12 mil- 
lion due the Philippines. The 


~ balance arose from the annual 


$100 million trade between the 
two nations. 


Japan, France Sign 
Cash Payment Pact

Japan’s foreign trade this year 
up to Dec. 20 registered an im- 
port excess of $748,108,000. The 
figure is $287,278,000 more than 
the import excess recorded in 
the entire 1955. 


The Finance Ministry § an- 
nounced Wednesday, on the 
basis of the customs clearance 
statistics, that this year’s exports 
up to Dec. 20 totaled $2,386,786,-

What kind of economic policy 
will be followed by the new Cab- 
inet led by Tanzan Ishibashi, 
noted advocate of a “positive” 
fiscal policy? 

The answer to this question 

will become clear in the course 
of the formulation of the fiscal 
year 1957 budget plans which 
must be completed by late Janu- 
ary. 
One indication of whether 
Prime Minister Ishibashi’s fiscal 
policy will be a positive one 
will be whether and how the 
¥100,000-million tax cut plan an- 
nounced recently will be under- 
taken. The plan-was announced 
by the Temporary Commission 
of Inquiry into the Tax System, 
an advisory organ of the Prime 
Minister. 


Use of Increased Revenue 


For some time now, there has 
been a strong argument in the 
ruling Liberal-Democratic Party 
that the increase in the national 
revenue resulting from the busi- 
ness boom should not be used 
as a means of a tax cut, as the 
Finance Ministry urges. In- 
stead, the argument runs, it 
should be spent for road-build- 
ing, other public utility under- 
takings and social security. 
Underlying this argument are 
the vote-seeking instincts of po- 
liticians. A tax reduction, bring- 
ing only an “intangible” bene- 
fit, will not impress the people 
much or win votes in the next 
election. Building roads and 
bridges will—because it will be 
a “tangible” service. 

With Ishibashi now Prime 
Minister, tae argument for pub- 
lic utility undertakings’ will 
grow stronger. Ishibashi has al- 
ways held that the solution of 
the unemployment. problem 
through an expansion of the na- 
tional economy is the road to 
economic stabilization. 


Finance Ministry's View 


This means that the Finance 
Ministry’s avowed intention (“we 
want to revise the Shoup- 
authored tax system further 
and also to limit the 1957 bud- 
get to a maximum of ¥1,700,000 
million”) will meet with stiff 
resistance from Dietmen of the 
ruling party. Treasury authori- 
ties dub these Representatives 
“the ones who have always 
caused an expansion of Govern- 
ment spending to no purpose.” 
Every Japanese wants a ma- 
jor cut in the tax burden. 
With the economic situation 
now nearly normal and wages 
and prices’. stabilized, the

weight of the tax burden is 
making itself felt keenly. (A 
sizable tax reduction, a Con- 
stitutional revision and simplli- 
fication of the administrative 
machinery were the three pub- 
lie pledges of the Hatoyama 
Cabinet, which went out with- 
out making good any of them.) 


Tax Incidence 


The per capita tax incidence 
—national and local taxes com- 
bined—for fiscal 1956 is ¥15,070, 
which, considering the postwar 
price rise, is 1.8 times above 
the 1934-36 figure. The ratio of 
the tax burden to the national 
income is 19.5 per cent as 
against the prewar 13 per cent. 

In 1954 the ratio was 15.3 
per cent in Japan, 20.3 per cent 
in the U.S. and 28.1 per ceni 
in West Germany. The Japa- 
nese figure, though apparently 
small, does not mean that the 
tax incidence is light. It is 
proof that the income level in 
Japan is extremely low. 


For instance, a salary-earner 
making $1,200 a year ($100 or 
¥36,000 a month) with three 
dependents is tax exempt in 
both the U.S. and the U.K. In 
Japan he has to pay ¥39,000 
($108) in income tax. 


Direct and Indirect Taxes 


One of the _ controversial 
points in the current argu- 
ments is whether the distribu- 
tion of the tax burden among 
various  strata—e.g., salary- 
earners, farmers and business- 
men—is fair and equal. Another 
is whether direct taxes, at 
present the biggest source of 
the tax income, should be 
slashed and indirect levies up- 
ped. / 


As for direct taxes, the Fi- 


nance Ministry holds that the 
low-income strata has been 
benefited by successive  in- 


creases in basic deductions and 
by improvements in_ social 
security. The Ministry feels 
that any future tax reduction 
should largely benefit the peo- 
ple making ¥500,000 ($1,388) to 
¥1,000,000 a year—a group 
taxed most heavily to date. 

This group of people may 
look forward to tax cuts rang- 
ing from 30 to 50 per cent if 
the ¥100,000-million  tax-slash- 
ing plan is carried out.

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India to Buy 
Radar Set 
From Japan 


A radar storm detector will 
be sold to India by Japan for 
the first time since this coun- 
try began building the scienti- 
fic weather forecaster. 

The radar set, which will be 
installed at the International 
Airport in Calcutta, will be 
purchased by the Weather 
Bureau of the Indian Govern- 
ment at the recommendation of 
Kiyoo Wadachi, chief of the 
Meteorological Agency. 

The set is called the NMD-451 
model and proved to be effective 
when tried out at the Meteoro- 
logical Research Institutes in 
Tokyo and Osaka. 

The mode! costs several times 
mere than the English sets here- 
tofore used by India but is 
equipped with  range-height 
finders which enables it to 
measure the altitude of cloud 
formations. 

It has a maximum power out- 
put of 200 kilowatts and a wave 
range that covers a radius of 
300 kilometers (186% miles) 
which the Japan Wireless Com- 
pany, maker of the set, claime 
to compete favorably with the 
“est radar equipment produced 
by Britain and the United 
States. 

They claim the storni-detec- 
tor is a special product of the 
typhoon which they say is 
“Japan’s burden.” 

India will use the radar de- 
vice not only to observe the ap- 
proach of typhoons but also to 
measure the altitude and deve- 
lopment of cloud formations 
during the monsoon season to 
predict the amount of precipi- 
tation. 

The India Weather Bureau 
first took notice of Japan’s ra- 
dar set when the international 
typhoon symposium was held 
in Tokyo in 1954. 

Indian scientists attending 
the symposium became interest- 
ed in the set when they were 
on an inspection tour of me- 
teorological institutions in the 
country after the symposium 
closed. 


Good Sales Noted 
At Shanghai Fair 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 27 (Kyodo) 
—The Japanese Sample Fair in 
Shanghai, open since Dec. 1, was 
closed ednesday in a cere- 
mony attended by some 1,000 
Chinese and Japanese represen- 
tatives. 

It is estimated that some 3,

A total of 55,000 articles of 
15,000 kinds were displayed at 
the Shanghai fair. Of this total, 
one-fourth were contraband 
goods.

Japan-Built Oil Tanker 
Will Supply Canada 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Dec. 
27 (Kyodo-UP)—The port of 
Halifax will be the unloading 
point for the first ocean-going 
Supertanker built to serve a 
Canadian company. 

The 35,000-ton Imperial St. 
Lawrence was launched recent- 
ly at Nagasaki, Japan, and is 
expected to make her first call 
at Halifax around the end of 
March, 

The tanker will make a reg- 
ular run between Venezuela and 
Halifax and will also call at 
Portland, Maine, where the oil 
will be delivered by pipeline to 
Montreal. 

The Imperial St. Lawrence 
has a capacity of approximate- 
ly 10,000,000 gallons of oil and 
will take a week to discharge 
her cargo as the plant facilities 
Depp handle only 470,000 gallons 
a day.

Defense Problems 
The attitude of the Ishibashi Government with regard 


the post of Defense Minister gives cause for serious con- 


cern. 


It has taken the position that anyone will do just 


so he fits in with the balance of power among the Liberal- 
Democrats in the Housé of Councillors. ; 
Are we to conclude that national defense means no 
more than that to the new Administration? 
On the other hand, it is reported that the Ishibashi 
Government would be willing to dispatch either the Prime 
Minister or the Foreign Minister to the United States in 


order to adjust Japanese-American relati 


ions. 


Behind this is the feeling that all problems will some- 
how be miraculously solved if one of the leaders go to 


Washington with explanations. 


We are not opposed to 


high-level talks between Japanese and American officials. 

But what must come before that is the determination of

Without deciding the Japanese stand, it would be use- 
less for any leader to travel to the United States. 

The problem of Japanese defense efforts is one of the 
vital issues in the adjustment of Japanese-American rela- 
tions. But if the method of selecting the Defense Min- 
ister is any indication, the Japanese explanations to the 
United States on defense matters will certainly fall flat. 

Under the circumstances, we strongly urge Prime Min- 
ister Ishibashi to take careful note of the points we have 


raised here.

Return From Russia 
The arrival in Japan on Wednesday of 1,025 repatriates 
from Russia, most of whom have spent the 11 years since 
the ena of World War II in Soviet prisons, is a matter for 
thankfulness although we cannot fail to ask—where are 


the others? 


Aceording to the Repatriation Bureau, there are 50,000 
officially listed as dead in Soviet hands, and another 20,000 
are believed dead. Still unaccounted for are 10,000 other 
Japanese.- A “few hundred”: of these are believed alive 
as “Stateless” persons—the remainder may be dead. 

One report says there are still 800 Japanese in 
Sakhalin, among them 500 women who had to marry Ko- 


reans or Russians after Japan’s defeat. 


Thus there is good 


reason to believe that the task of rescuing the unhappy 
victims of the Soviet system is far from ended. And it is 
hardly likely to end until the last prisoner—Japanese or 
other—has been released and the Soviet slave system is 


abolished.

To the people who have come here this week from 
the misery of Soviet prisons and slave camps to be back in 
their own country must seem like being transported to 


Paradise. 
itatc them should be done. 


Everything that the nation can do to rehabil-

The long and painful story of the return of the Japa- 
nese from Soviet clutches is one of the worst in Russian 
annels. It began in Decémber, 1946, under an arrangement 
negotiated by Moscow and SCAP, the Allied Occupation 
Headquarters at the time. .The Russians promised to return 
50.029 Japanese monthly until all had been returned. 

But what happened? ‘Some Japanese came back-—men, 


women and children, 


Many were in rags. 


They brought 


“back tales of physical sufferings at the hands of their 


ecyrors, 


Then followed groups of people who had been 


forcibly indoctrinated with communism, singing Red songs, 
replying to the questions of the repatriation authorities 
and newsmen either with bitterness or silence. 

The repatriation continued by fits and starts but the 
number returning was always far below the 50,000 per 


month promised by Moscow.

Asahi Shimbun dealt with the 
Socialist Party’s 1957 action 
policy as fixed by the party’s 
Central Committee. The paper 
welcomed the reference to the 
need of always being prepared 
to assume political power at 
any time and the party’s pur- 
pose of winning majority in the 
Dict. It, pointed out however, 
that whether the Socialists are 
really prepared to hold the poli- 
tical reins or not could be judg- 
ed by the administrative poli- 
cies of the Socialists, or by their 
capabilities and experience, The 
paper regretted, however, that 
the new action policy failed to 
show what policy the Socialists 
actually have in mind, 


Mainichi Shimbun said _ it 
hoped the Socialists will be 
realistic in taking up various 
issues at their coming regular 
convention and discuss future 
policy in the event they take over 
political power. This is especially 
important, the paper said, since 
it is now quite possible that the 
House of Representatives may 
be dissolved and would be fol- 
lowed by a general election next 
spring. The paper supported 
the Socialists’ stand against 
joining the Communist Party in 
a joint struggle. However, it 
said it could not understand 
why the Socialists opposed the 
productivity increase movement 
although it was in sympathy 
with the party’s principal sup- 
porter, the General Council of 
Japan Trade Unions. 


Yomiuri Shimbun, discussing 
the Socialist Party’s new action 
policy, welcomed attempts by 
the Socialists to clarify the dif- 
ferent positions between the 
Socialist Party and its main 


backer—the General Council of 
Japan Labor Unions (Sohyo). 
The paper regretted that the 
Socialist Party so far has de- 
pended too much on labor 
unions to promote their cause, 
thus increasing the voice of the 
unions within the party. Re. 
garding the increased productiv- 
ity campaign, the paper point- 
ed out, the Socialists should 
listen to what its rival, the Na- 
tional Congress of Labor Unions, 
(Zenro) says. 


Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya), commenting on the repa- 
triation of Japanese detainees 
from the Soviet Union, appeal- 
ed for early repatriation of Ja- 
panese detained in other coun- 
tries. The paper regretted that 
Japanese detainees in various 
countries had been unable to re- 
turn home despite Japan’s en- 
try into the United Nations. 
The’ basic principle of world 
politics consisted in the respect 
of fundamental human rights 
and enhancement of human wel- 
fare, the paper said.

Japan-Canada Trade 
To the Editor: 

In all the hullabaloo about ex- 
port quotas to the U.S. and the 
difficult problem of Japanese- 
American trade relations, the 
Japanese public is all too prone 
to overlook the increasingly im- 
portant role Canada is playing 
in balancing Japan’s trade, 

Despite the same sort of prob- 
lems occasioned by Japanese 
textile exports, Canada has not 
legislated against Japan, nor 
have the Canadian Government 
or Officials requested Japan to 
establish quotas or apply other 
restrictive devices. However, 
the Canadian Government with 
the support of the farmers \and 
both Canadian importers and 
exporters and the enlightened 
general public, has taken. the 
long view that a balanced trade 
is essential for stability and 
that Canada must buy from 
Japan, if Japan is to continue 
to be one of Canada’s best cus- 
tomers. AS a result, Japanese- 
Canadian trade, which was ter- 
ribly unbalanced only such a 
short time ago as 1953 when ex- 
ports to Canada was only one- 
seventh of imports from Can- 
ada, has made impressive prog- 
ress.

In assessing the special im- 
portance of this trade, further, 
one must realize that Japanese 
imports from Canada are of the 
most essential items—wheat, 
paper pulp, metallic raw mate- 
rials—of a type without which 
the Japanese people cannot sur- 
vive. 

The progress of the last few 
years is a good indication of the 
future. Canada, with an area 
25 per cent greater than the 
U.S. and a population 90 per 
cent less, is one of the great 
undeveloped areas of the world 
and, as such, is bound for years 
to come to constitute an im- 
portant source of raw materials 
and foods and a growing mar- 
ket for manufactured goods. 
This is exactly complementary 
to the Japanese economy and 
its needs, 

Another facet of Canadian 
trade should not be overlooked 
by Japan, namely, that as a 
hard curreney area, al] exports 
to Canada are paid for immedi- 
ately by currency usable any- 
where, and all imports from

There must be also, we must 
suppose, a younger and more 
moderate faction who argue 
that Stalinism will not work. 
They must be arguing that the 
Vital interests of Soviet security 
can now best be protected Dy 
making settlements on the prin- 
ciple of national freedom. 

There are now several inter- 
esting and important preced- 
ents for settlements of this 
kind. There is the example of 
Austria, which is a neutralized 
national state. There is the 
example of Finland, which is a 
free country within the Soviet 
military system. There is Yugo- 
Slavia, which is an independent 
national state, but avowedly 
Communist. There is Poland, 
which has achieved a large 
measure of national freedom but 
within its military alliance with 
the Soviet Union. The common 
principle in all these cases is 
that these countries are all of 
them self-governing and that 
their internal affairs are not 
ruled from Moscow. | 

The moderate faction in the 
Kremlin, which can be assumed 
to exist, must be aware that if 
the pfinciple of national free- 
dom is not extended to Hun- 
gary, to East Germany, to Czech- 
oslovakia and to Rumania by 
Soviet consent and under Soviet 
auspices, the fires which are 
still smoldering in Hungary will 
burst into a flame and will

It is the American interest, 
and it is the interest of the 
Western World, that the libera- 
tion of Eastern Europe should 
be achieved, not by an explo- 
sion but by negotiated settle- 
ment. This is the considered 
view of the Administration. It 
is the considered view of the 
NATO powers. 

The great question is whether 
it is not now too late for a ra- 
tional and orderly solution of 
the East European problem. 
Much blood has been spilled. 
Fierce hatreds have been 
aroused. It would be hard to 
make such settlements now if 
the Kremlin were decided to 
make them. The Kremlin ap- 
pears to be divided and unde- 
cided. 

There are two things which 
we can do which may help. One 
is ta keep making it clear that 
we hope for peaceably negoti- 
ated settlements between the So- 
viet Union and all its East Euro- 
pean neighbors. The other is to 
keep alive and in the field of 
open public discussion all over 
the world the idea of a general 
settlement in which NATO 
would enter—a settlement based 
on the reunification of Germany 
and the withdrawal of foreign 
troops throughout some kind of 
broad neutralized security belt 
extending from Scandinavia to 
the Balkans, 

At this stage there is no need 
to dot all the i’s and to cross all 
the t’s.. That can be done later 
when the time is more favorable 
than it is just now. for actual 
negotiations. What needs do- 
ing now is to open up vistas of 


hope in the darkening scene.

when their prices are the 
lowest on the world market. 
This is quite different from spe- 
cial bilateral trade agreements, 
where occasionally Japan has 
great trouble in getting paid for 
exports or where imports are 
often brought in at an exces- 
sively high price just to balance 
the accounts. Needless to say, 
such high priced imports only 
complicate Japanese export 
problems by over-pricing export 
production, as well as unneces- 
sarily raising living costs of the 
people, 


Finally, although the govern- 
ments concerned have been 
helpful,.it is heartening to note 
that Canadian-Japanese trade 
has been brought about primari- 
ly by the efforts of private busi- 
ness men on both sides of the 
Pacific, without special govern- 
mental organs or semiofficial 
cartels and without political 
complications on either side. 
Let us hope that this beneficial 
Climate for trade growth con- 
tinues and that both Japan and 
Canada reap greater harvests in 
the future as a result.

Kadomatsu (gate pine) is the 
New Year symbol that trans- 


forms the entire land of Japan 
to festive hesfbecen It guides 
kami (gods) and good fortune 
to come to the house. Since 
primitive days, tall evergreen 
trees have been regarded as 
guide posts for kami, and at 
many shrine festivals the erec- 
tion of ev sreens is still heid 
as a rite to convoke the gods. 
In the old days, sakaki was 
used as kadomatsu, and this 
tree came to be regarded sa- 
cred. Later pine replaced it and 
} ne and bamboo are now used 
to make kadomatsu. At Kyoto 
and other places, branches otf 
ume (Japanese apricot) are al 
added. Dy 
Kadomatsu is now put up on 
Dec. 27 or 28 and taken down 
on the evening of Jan. 6. But 
up to the middle of the 17th 
century, kadomatsu was Kept 
until Jan. 15. Therefore, after 
taking down the kKadomatsu on 
Jan. 6, the habit of keeping a 
few small branches there still 
remains. The period while Ka- 
domatsu is Kept is called matsu- 
no-uchi or pine period and is 
the time when all attention is 
given to the festive significance 
of New Year. | 
Shimenawa or sacred ropes of 
straw are placed over the house 
entrance at New Year's, It 
marks the sacred place where all 
kami and good fortune come. 
Thus it is always seen at shrines, 
It is said to have originated in 
the prehistoric days. When 
Amatcrasu-omikami, the sun 
goddess, hid in a cave and the 
land became dark, she was lured 
out by music and dancing. The 


shimenawa was placed over the 
cave so that the sun goddess! 
would never again hide in the 
cave, 

The use of shimenawa on New 
Year is said to be older than 
kadomatsu. To shimenawa are 
tied the leaves of urajiro and 
yuguriha and many other 
things, all signifying happiness | 
or long life. | 

While kadomatsu adorns the | 
house entrance, all are told to 
be good and happy, giving no 
thought to anything that mav 
mar the festive sentiment of |
